Applicants hereby confirm that they have been informed by the PTO that no response or 
extensions of time need to be filed in response to the final Office Action mailed June 3, 2005, as

Following a discussion of the applied art and the protracted prosecution of this case, SPE 
Weiss stated he would instruct Examiner Vig to withdraw the final Office Action mailed June 3, 
2005, and allow this case, following an updated search.

Facsimile received containing four pages from Barnes & Noble Help Desk printed 
through www.archive.com with the archived date of November 9, 2000. Examiner Vig pointed 
to page 2, "How to Place an order Using Express Checkout" as teaching claimed bifurcated 
method. 

5. Voice-Mail Messages for Examiner Via and SPE Weiss (November 3. 2005) 

The undersigned separately indicated to Examiner Vig and SPE Weiss that page 2 of the 
B&N reference states to shop and add items to shopping cart (including any gift wrapped items) 
and then only to select express checkout; and that, in B&N, the customer is not in the express 
checkout mode when he/she clicks on the gift wrapping selection. 

6- Telephone Interview with Examiner Vig (November 16. 2005) 

Examiner Vig indicated to the undersigned that applicants could either; i) file arguments 
addressing the B&N reference without amending the claims - and he would then likely issue a 
final Office Action; or ii) amend the claims and present arguments based upon the B&N 
reference and present the amended claims in an RCE. 

7. Telephone fritervlew yith Examiner Vig (December 5. 2005) 

The undersigned called Examiner Vig to clarify the status of the final Office Action mailed 
June 3» 2005, and Examiner Vig stated that he will prepare an Interview Summary dated December 
5» 2005, indicating that the period for response to the final Office Action will be reset and that he 
will issue a new Office Action applying the B&N reference to the claims. The Examiner further 
clarified that no response or extensions of time need be filed in response to the final Office Action
